SENATE.

S a c r a m e n to , February 28, 1881. 
The Senate met at 10 a . m ., President Mansfield 
in the chair. Roll called. Quorum present. Journal 
of Saturday read and corrected. 
Mr. G l a s c o c k , pursuant to notice given, moved to 
reconsider the vote by which A. B. 95 was passed. 
Lost. 
Mr. S e a r s asked permission to introduce a bill 
making an appropriation to carry out the recom­ 
mendations of the Governor and the State Prison 
Directors in regard to the manufacture of jute bags 
at the State Prison, and that the bill be passed as a 
matter of urgent necessity. 
The Senate by a vote of 30 to 5 suspended the 
rules and permitted the introduction of the bill, 
which was entitled as follows :

W e are compelled to agree w ith our 
correspondent, “ Y index,” whose note we 
printed yesterday, th at the call for the 
prim ary election to be held next Thursday 
in th is city does not provide for an election 
by Ilepublican voters. 
The test adopted, 
th a t all who vote shall agree to support the 
nominees of the Convention, is not in any 
sense a Republican test. 
I t is, in fact, 
and quite obviously, a mere evasion of 
Republican principles, and it is impossible 
to doubt th a t it was adopted in the express 
interest of some candidate who has reason 
to doubt his acceptance by a Convention 
chosen by Republican votes, and who, ex­ 
pecting D em ocratic support, desires to ob­ 
tain the aid of those partisans at the prim ary. 
I t is perfectly clear th a t this test opens the 
door to as many Democrats as m ay be 
disposed to vote for some particular candi­ 
d ate to fce brought before the Convention 
on Saturday, 
aud th a t it is a scarcely’ 
disguised 
m ethod 
of 
putting 
up 
th e 
m achinery 
for 
capturing 
the 
prim ary through such Dem ocratic votes. 
I t is further evident th a t Republicans will 
not be bound by the choice of a Conven­ 
tion elected in this irregular and illegiti­ 
m ate way, aud th a t in fact tho im porta­ 
tion of Dem ocrats at this stage of the 
proceedings divests the election of all party 
significance. 
For it is plain th a t if a cer­ 
tain candidate has so little confidence in 
his strength before a real Republican Con­ 
vention as to prefer to control th e prim ary 
through the free use of D em ocratic votes, 
such a candidate can have no p arty clain s 
upon the Republicans whom he thus seeks 
to oust from their own organization. 
L et 
it be clearly understood therefore th a t the 
prim ary election called for T hursday is not 
a Republican prim ary, and th a t R epubli­ 
cans w ill be under no obligation to abide 
by the result of it, and then le t th e m a­ 
nipulations proceed. If any man th in k s he 
can win an election more easily by securing 
Democratic than Republican votes, th a t is 


his own affair ; b ut Republicans assuredly 


w ill not allow any such candidate to crack 
th e party w hip over th eir heads. 
A 
prim ary the call for which is expressly 
w orded so as to adm it Dem ocrats, may be a 
shrew d device, bu t it will not pass as a 
R epublican arrangem ent, no m atter under 
w hat pretenses it is disguised. 
C andidates 
who seek the Ilepublican vote ol Sacra­ 
m ento m ust not begin by undertaking to 
pack Conventions w ith the aid of Demo­ 
cratic votes, nor m ust they announce their 
intention of ostracizing those Republicans 
who do not believe in this kind of business. 
If we are to have a non-partisau election, 
well and good ; b u t we propose to see to it 
th a t the voters understand w hat they are 
doing.

BOOMERANG WORK. 


I t is significant th a t the Eastern press is 
using the anti-debris argum ents a t the 
present tim e as reasons w hy Congress 
should refuse to afford California adequate 
assistance in preventing the destruction of 
our rivers by th e debris.

an d re p u d ia te com m unity interest as re­ 
gards C alifornia’s relations w ith th e re st 
of th e co u n try . 


In a few days th e A dm inistration of 


President H ayes w ill be a t an end. 
I t 
has been one of great difficulty and much 
vexation, b u t w hen th e whole facts of th e 
p ast four years are m arshalled in evidence 
of its character, it will have to be conceded 
by th e country th a t it has been a success­ 
ful and creditable one. 
There has been so 
persistent a determ ination on the p a rt of 
those who had approved tbe course of 
his predecessor, to belittle Mr. H ayes, to 
sneer a t his efforts to secure various re­ 
forms, to magnify his foibles, and to ig­ 
nore his good qualities, th a t a tendency 
has grown up to regard him as a p articu ­ 
larly weak and infirm 
person, and to 
take for granted th e assertions so freely 
made th at his adm inistration w a i a fail­ 
ure. 
I t m ust be adm itted th a t M r. H ayes 
has not fulfilled the anticipations of the 
friends of reform who hoped th a t tb e dec­ 
larations w ith which he entered office 
indicated a resolute and indom itable p u r­ 
pose. 
B ut before he is condem ned on this 
score it is necessary to consider dispas­ 
sionately th e extent and nature of th e 
obstacles w ith which he was confronted, 
and above all to ascertain w hether he re 
ceived the support to which he was e n ti­ 
tled from the men who have so resented 
his alleged infirm ity of purpose. 
I t m ust be remembered th a t Mr. H ayes 
found himself alm ost a t th e beginning of 
his adm inistration opposed by the R epub­ 
licans in Congress. 
H is Civil Service re­ 
form program m e was regarded by them as 
an assault upon their privileges. 
They 
undertook to defy w hatever public opinion 
was ranged on the side of the Executive, 
and they declared war upon his adm inis­ 
tration in the m ost uncompromising way. 
The history of the long struggle betw een 
R resident H ayes and his p arty leaders in 
the Senate has not y et been w ritten faith ­ 
fully, b u t w hen it is candidly related th e 
country will realize, perhaps for the first 
tim e, th a t it required no little courage and 
persistence in th e President to face th e 
storm which was th u s let loose upon him, 
and th a t no really weak m an could have 
endured it a3 he did, to the b itte r end. In 
th a t encounter he m ade it apparent th a t he 
was not a “ m achine” President, and if 
subsequently he diverged from civil ser­ 
vice reform principles, and recurred at in ­ 
tervals to the old m ethods, th e m arvel 
rather is th a t th e concessions he m ade 
were so sm all, th an th a t he should have 


m ade any. 
W hen, however, we come down to th e 
facts of his adm inistration, we are compelled 
to acknowledge th a t it has had all the 
essential elem ents of success. 
H e found 
the Republican p arty disorganized, sh a t­ 
tered, to tterin g to its fall under the load of 
abuses it was carrying. 
H e found th e in ­ 
dependent vote becoming more restive and 
im patient every year, and tending more 
and more to cut loose from an organization 
which seemed to have been delivered over, 
body and soul, to th e “ m achine ” politi­ 
cians, and w hich was rapidly ceasing to 
represent anything more lofty or more pa­ 
triotic th an office-hunger and the lu st of 
spoils. 
H e fo u rd th e South torn entirely 
from the Republican grasp, subjected to 
shotgun rule, despite th e various attem pts 
a t coercion w hich had been m ade during 
the tw o preceding adm inistrations, and ap­ 
parently hopelessly lost. 
H e found dissat­ 
isfaction and anger w ith Republican m is­ 
rule prevailing a t the N orth and W e s t; 
S tates w hich had held their places in th e 
p arty line for years, dropping out of i t ; 
pivotal sections going Dem ocratic, and 
general dem oralization impending. 
A nd 
now let us regard th e condition in which 
he leaves the party and the country. 
H is adm inistration has been w ithout 
scandal of any kind. 
If he has some­ 
tim es m ade m istakes in his appointm ents, 
a t least it cannot be said th a t he has shown 
any disposition to appoint dishonest men 
to office. 
The morale of th e civil service 
has been distinctly raised during his term . 
The country has been economically and 
efficiently and honestly governed. 
The 
South ha3 been deprived of all its excuses 
for lawlessness. 
The great N orthern and 
W estern S tates w hich were lost to th e 
Republican p arty when he entered office, 
have been recovered. 
The independent 
vote has been restored to it3 old place. 
The party has been revived and consoli­ 
dated. 
The phalanx of R epublican States 
has been reconstructed. 
The law s have 
been equitably adm inistered. 
No job­ 
bery has been perm itted. 
The people have 
regained th eir confidence in th e organiza­ 
tion which a t th e beginning of his adm in­ 
istration seemed on the point of being re ­ 
pudiated. 
W e have in fact had four years of quiet 
prosperity, of political sobriety, of adm in­ 
istrative pu rity and integrity, under I’resi- 
dent Hayes, and if this does not constitute 
a successful and creditable adm inistration 
we do not know w hat does. 
H ad the 
nation supported the President more earn- 
rs ly in his efforts to introduce and extend 
the principles of Civil Service reform, it is 
certain th a t his success in th a t direction 
would have been greater. 
As it Í9, how ­ 


ever, the country owes him esteem and re­ 
spect for the purity and singlem indeilness 
of his governm ent, and for the stim ulating 
example he has set. 
Oeneral Garfield 
may, and probably will, give us a more 
brilliant adm inistration, bu t he cannot give 
us a more honest one. 
President H ayes 
has done m uch under conditions so per­ 
verse and rebellious th a t it w ould have 
been scarcely surprising had he surren­ 
dered in despair to th e malign influences 
arrayed against him . 
B ut he did not su r­ 
render, and therefore he has shown the 
country th a t a man of mediocre abilities 
and by no means exceptional firmness can 
surpass even a man of genius in governing 
a country, if only his conception of his 
d u ty is clear and lofty. 


PRESIDENT ; five hundred men whom he led into this 
I death-trap, b u t this catastrophe will not 
prevent the commission of as flagrant imbe­ 
cilities hereafter. 
I t is to be noted th at 
in every recent case of defeat th e com­ 
m anding officer is accountable for the 
calam ity. 
The men fight no m atter where 
they are placed, b u t w ithout skill in the 
leaders m ere courage in troops is of little 
avail. 
W e suppose th at by th e tim e E ng­ 
land has lost five or six thousand men in 
experim enting w ith imbecile G enerals, she 
will do w hat she ought to have done at 
first, and send some capable soldier to com­ 
m and her forces in South Africa.

The Boers have inflicted another severe 
defeat upon 
the 
B ritish forceB under 
General Colley. 
F ortunately for himself, 
th a t General fell in the action. 
The m ain 
cause of this disaster appears to have been 
a lack of am m unition. 
G eneral Colley 
bad taken a sm all force and posted it on 
a hill overlooking the laager of the Boers. 
The position was one which so com pletely 
comm anded the enem y's cam p th at if it 
had been held th e Boers m ust have aban­ 
doned their ground. 
B ut w ith the fatal 
incompetence which has so 
often 
led 
B ritish troops to th e slaughter of late 
years, the com m anding officer failed to 
secure a proper supply of am m unition, 
and so when the Boers had attacked 
th e hill for a tim e it wa3 found th a t 
its defenders had 
N evertheless 
the 
th eir ground, and after hurling stones 
down 
upon th e advancing Boers, m et 
them 
w ith 
the 
bayonet. 
B ut 
of 
course 
so 
unequal 
a . contest 
could 
not be m aintained, and 
G eneral 
Col­ 
ley’s detachm ent was finally alm ost cu t to 
pieces. 
The officer responsible for this 
frightful blunder is dead, and therefore 
beyond the reach of censure. 
So are the 


wa3 
no m ore cartridges, 
brave 
soldiers 
held 


Senator Farley appears tohave been doing 
w hat he could to obtain increased appro­ 
priations for th e im provem ent of our riv ­ 
ers, and he has succeeded in getting the 
appropriation for the Sacram ento raised 
from -*30,000 to §00,000. 
As a m atter of 
courBe, §00,000 is only a trifle le3S useless 
th an §30,000. 
Congress ought to have 
given us a t th e very least §250,000 for 
this purpose ; b u t while a num ber of 
sm all appropriations are m ade for objects 
which could xvell affcrd to w ait, th e Sac­ 
ram ento river is p u t oil' w ith this driblet. 
W ilm ington, and H um boldt, and Oakland, 
and all the rest of th e places nam ed, could 
have done w ithout any Federal aid for a 
year or two. 
The Oakland harbor has in 
fact never m erited Congressional aid, be­ 
ing entirely unnecessary, and benefiting 
private property owners alone. 
B ut Con­ 
gress 
squanders th e public 
money on 
such 
useless 
objects 
while 
it 
refuses 
to recognize 
the 
urgent 
and 
critical 
situation of the principal river of the State, 
w hich is being rapidly destroyed through 
agencies for th e continuation of w hich the 
Federal G overnm ent is m ainly responsible. 
The failure of th e efforts of our delegation 
to obtain adequate appropriations from 
Congress, however, shows th a t the R e c o rd - 


U n io n was right w hen it w arned th e peo­ 
ple of this valley th a t they could not afford 
to tru st to Congress for relief from the 
debris, and w hen it m aintained th a t unless 
th e State took hold of the problem it would 
never be solved. 
I t is plain enough now 
th a t the preservation of the valley is en­ 
tirely dependent upon the m aintenance of 
the debris bill, and th at, so far as the 
present tim e is concerned, there is nothing 
else to bold by.

LIGHIING 
STREETS 
BY 
ELECTRICITY. 


Some tim ely suggestions for the im prove­ 
m ent of the present attem pts to light the 
streets by electricity are made in the 
Scientific American. 
W hat is required, it 
says, is th a t all the light which is now lost 
by passing upw ard shall, by means of a 
bright radiating surface of a tolerably large 
area, be arrested and projected downw ard 
in the direction where it is really required. 
Dimension in tire radiator is of importance, 
inasmuch as this forms a condition of soft­ 
ness and diffusiveness of th e light. 
From 
several experim ents which have been tried 
on a sm all scale, it is believed th a t a valu­ 
able means for utilizing in the m ost effi­ 
cient m anner the light from tbe electric 
lamp is to have erected over aud a t no great 
distance from it a nearly fiat circular plate 
of coarsely-ground glass coated w ith sil­ 
ver. 
The 
ground 
surface 
should 
be 
farthest 
from the light, 
and th e 
de­ 
posit 
of 
silver 
protected 
first 
by 
a 
coating 
of 
varnish 
and 
afterw ard by 
a casing of 
th in m etal. 
This 
insures 
the reflecting surface against becoming im ­ 
paired by atm ospheric or other deleterious 
influences. 
B ut it is also au essential part 
of this radiating “ reflector” th a t it be 
surrounded by a deep edge, also of silvered 
glass, bevelled outw ard in such a degree as 
to prevent any rays from passing out in a 
horizontal direction (th at is, if the electric 
lam p be erected high overhead), b ut so as 
to arrest and diffuse them dow nw ard, 
which, by a proper selection of th e angle 
at which the bevel is given to th e edge, 
can be done so a3 to cause th e greatest 
benefit to be received by those parts at a 
distance aw ay from th e lamp. 
In such 
cases where it is desirable to hide th e light 
itself from th e eye, this may be done in 
th e best m anner by the interposition of a 
plate of ground glass, which, of all other 
diffusers or radiators, is found to absorb 
less of the light than auy other diaphanous 
body. 
Some kinds of porcelain shades are 
known to absorb 60 per cent, of the lig h t ; 
to ground glass such an objection cannot 
apply.

Neighbors, friends, con­ 
stituents, farewell. (Great applause.] 
Prom ptly at 1 P. M. the train move'* off and 
the crowd dispersed, first giviug three rousing 
cheers, 
THE FIRST STOP. 
A shtabula (0.), February 28th.—The first 
stop of General Garfield’s train was made at 
this point, where there was a large turn out at 
the depot, and bis arrival was signaled by a 
salute from two heavy pieces of ordnance. T. 
A. Pettibone, Prosecuting A ttorney for the 
district, on behalf of the people of Garfield’s 
old Ashtabula 
district-, wished him 
God 
speed upon his departure to fill the higher of­ 
fice to which he had been called. 
General Garfield had hut a short time fc-r 
reply, in which referring to the planting of 
the great tree of the Republican party, he 
said : 
If in the futur. I can help confirm and strengthen 
what you have done so much to build, if I can help 
to garner the harvest that you have helped to plant, 
I shah feel that I have done something toward dis­ 
charging the debt of gratitude which I owe for your 
confidence and love. 
Amid the cheering which f.dlowe 1 General 
Garfield’s thanks aud good-bys, the train 
moved off at the rate of 40 to 50 miles an 
hour. 
A SjJiiNIFICANT FACT. 
Y o u n g sto w n (O.), February 28’.h.—Dinner 
was finished by General Garfield and his 
j.arty just before the special train reached 
W arren. 
It is a significant fact that no wine 
was served at the table. 
The stop at W arren 
was very brief, but the sight-Beers were more 
num arous than at auy other point along the 
route. 
M any constituents of the President­ 
elect stood on tiptoe to get a sight of his well- 
known face and to hear his words. 
Between 
W arren and Youngstown the Hying train was 
greeted at frequent intervals by the villagers, 
who had gathered in groups in the hope of 
seeing General Garfield. 
A few rods south 
of W arren the train ran through a sheet of 
water which completely covered the track 
and caused some alarm among the ladies, but 
uo inconvenience was experienced.

A t W arren, where the ceremony of intro­ 
duction was considered supttfluous, General 
Garfield sa id : 
Fellow-citizjns of Wurn n : I want to say one 
thing. 
1 shall carry away from this place one very 
definite picture in my mind. It i9 of a group of 
men—an i I see some of their faces in this audience— 
who, during my long term of public services, have 
never given a sign to me that they had any personal 
wish to gratify except to see right principles prevail 
and good government maintained. [Applause.] I 
say some of these men, in the most private con­ 
versation, have never intimated to me that they 
liad any personal wish in the way of public 
office, 
but ' they 
have 
shown 
that 
they 
had ttie deepest personal anxiety in having a 
good honest government and the high worthy prin­ 
ciples of public liberty prevail. Now, if that com­ 
pany of men, whose headquarters have been in 
several places of this district, but notably in War­ 
ren, could be reinforced all over this country, that 
would be the glory of men on whose shoulders and 
in whose hearts Í would find such reliance and such 
confidence as would make me feel it possible to get 
through with the work assigned me. (Applause and 
a voice—“ You will get through.”) And I thank 
you that you have hi ought the memory to me now 
by your presence, and as i am about to leave you I 
bid you farewell.”

P ittsburg, February 28th.—A t Youngs­ 
town, stepping to the rear of the train, Gen­ 
eral Garfield sa id : 
Feliowcitizens of Youngstown : I am about to 
take leave of this old Congressional District. 
I have 
come the length of it, and I shall say good-by to it 
when I say good-by to you. 
You have been a strong, 
earnest body of people, supporting the national 
Government. The strength of your position and 
patriotism has contributed largely to the strength 
of thi3 district, and therefore to my strength, and I 
ho|>e whatever fortune may-befall me that 1 shall 
still enjoy the confidence and friend.-diip of the good 
people of this town and district. I thank you for 
this greeting, and bid you good-by. [Great cheers.) 
Pittsburg was reached about 7:30, 
no 
speeches having been made between Youngs­ 
town and this point, although one or two 
stops were made, and there were frequent 
calls for Garfield. It was decided not to stop 
in Pittsburg as the time was limited, and the 
train accordingly run through the city, and 
with a change of conductors and engineers, 
continued on its way to W ashington.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2.3th.—’The case of 
Charles J . Folger, Chief Justice of the New 
Y ork Court of Appeals, and prominently 
mentioned for Secretary of the Treasury, to 
collect from the Government §185,29C 68, as 
commissions fcr sales of revenue stamps, was 
to day decided against Folger in the United 
States Supreme Court. Folger wa3 in 1869 -70 
Assistant U nited States Treasurer a t New 
York. 
H e claimed th at the sale of revenue 
stamps was not one of the duties imposed on 
him by the Act creating his office ; th at the 
Revenue Commissioners put this extra duty 
on him, and he asked for five per cent, com­ 
mission on the sales he made of revenue 
stamps, and ten per cent, on the sales 
of over $3,000,060 in proprietary stamps. 
The Conrt affirmed the former decision 
of the Court of A ppeals, giving the amount 
to Folger. 
This decision finally disposes of 


the case, which has been used as an argu­ 
ment against Folger’s appointm ent as Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury.

W a sh in g to n, February 28th.—The House met in 
Co itinuation of Saturday’s session. 
The portrait of Frederick A. Muhlenberg, Speaker 
of the First and Third Congresses, was presented to 
the House aiul accepted. 
The House proceeded to vote upon the amend­ 
ments of the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
An amendment appropriating $200,000 to enable 
the Secretary of the Navy to establish naval coaling 
stations on the Isthmus of Panama wras agreed to- 
ayes 114, noes 85. 
The bulk of the affirmative vote came from the 
Republicans, and tho bulk of the negatives from the 
Democrats. 
The House then adjourned and the session of 
Monday commenced. 
Consideration of the civil sundry bill was resumed. 
Au amendment, instructing* the Commissioners on 
the part of the United States to the International 
Monetary Conference to agree to no adjustment 
which doe3 not recognize silver coin as part of the 
money system of the Governments joining in such a 
conference, was rejected and stricken from the bill. 
Wells presented a conference report on the Indian 
appropriation bill. Agreed to. I the agreement re­ 
stores the Indian Commission, but strikes out the 
appropriation of 810,000 for the expenses of the 
Commission.! 
T-e bill finally passed—ayes 189, 
noes 38. 
Bla'-kburn presented a conference report on the 
Postoffice appropriation bill, which was agreed to. 
The Republicans called for tbe reading of bills in­ 
troduced, for the purpose, presumably, of postpon­ 
ing consideration of the funding bill, which was ex­ 
pected to be called up. 
Tucker, at 4 1.', moved that the House proceed to 
the consideration of business on the Speaker’s table, 
for the purpose of taking up the funding bill. 
Price raised the point of order thut this motion 
was not in order until the unfinished business the 
apportionment bill—was disposed of. 
Carlisle said if the point of order was well taken 
he would raise the question of consideration. 
The Speaker said the apportionment bill could 
hardlv be held iu the light 01 unfinished business, 
having regard to what had been done in reference to 
that hill, and he would recognize the gentleman 
from Kentucky to raise the question of considera­ 
tion. 
Conger stated that the committee to confer upon 
the apportionment bill had not come to any under­ 
standing, and had instructed him, as Chairman, to 
so inform the House. The committee was functus 
officio, and therefore the app -rtionmcnt bill wa 
just where it had be«n yesterday morning. 
Carlisle then raised the question of consideration 
and was recognized by the Speaker. 
Kiefer raised the point that this question was not 
in order against a measure upon which the main 
question has been ordered. 
The Speaker ruled that in the new condition of the 
apportionment bill the question of consideration 
could be raised. 
Kiefer appealed, which appeal was laid on the 
table by ayes 121, noes 92. 
This was a strict party vote, the Green backers 
voting with the Democrats in the affirmative. 
Conger then moved at 5:30 that the House take a 
rece-s until 8 o’clock, for the punióse of proceeding 
with the memorial services of Fernando Wood 
Rejected—ayes 82, noes 104. 
The House then took a recess until 8 o'clock this 
evening, the session to be for memorial services in 
honor of Fernando Wood. 
No business to be 
transacted. 
In the evening session Cox, on behalf of the New 
York delegation, presented the customary resolu­ 
tions of regret at the death of Fernando Wood, and 
condolence for his bereaved family. 
The privileges of the Moor were extended to such 
ladies and gentlemen as were unable to find seats in 
tbe galleries. 
John Kelly of New York occupied a seat on the 
floor. 
Eulogies were delivered by Tucker, Wood’s suc­ 
cessor as Chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, Hutchins, Lapham, Lounsberry, Covert 
Wright and Coffroth of Pennsylvania. 
The resolutions were then adopted and the House 
adjourned.

homes and property as secure from disaster as if the 
site of our city was far above the highest possible 
water.

The State Board of Agriculture m et at the 
Pavilion yeateiday. 
The hour for meeting

CITY SEWAGE AND DRAINAGE. 


R eport of th e City Surveyor upon th e 
Eubject-Estim ate of Costs. 


In compliance w ith a resolution adopted by 
the Board of Trustees the C ity Surveyor has 
subm itted the following report, giving the 
result of his investigation upon the subject 
i of the city sewage and drainage, and which 


I is of especial interest at the present time : 
Sacramento, February 2S, 1881. 
To the Hon. Board of Trustees—Gentlemen : Con­ 
ce ruing the matter of constructing sewers for drain­ 
age and sewage in that part ot the city east of 
Fourteenth street, where sewers are not already 
constructed, I have the following’ re|x>rt to make : 
I find, on examination, that under our present 
system no sewers east of Fourteenth street can be 
ci nnected with the Sixth-street outlet, as there is 
not sufficient fall for carrying1 th 2 drainage to that 
point. The only outlet remaining is through Burns* 
slough, connecting with it either at Twentieth and 
0 or at Seventeenth and S. 
Investigations, which 1 cannot explain in this re­ 
port, have ?hown me that until a system of pump­ 
ing is introduced and greater depth of outlet se­ 
cured, sewers for conveying sewage cannot he made 
to oj>erate successfully in the eastern part of the 
city. 
In regard to delivering sewage into the Burns - 
slough outlet, I am forced to ti e following conclu­ 
sion : That it would be bad policy to do so, as it 
would be simply converting Burns’ slough, from the 
point of sewer connection downward, into a condi­ 
tion similar to that of Sixth street below R : that is, 
into a stream of pollution, producing extremely dis­ 
agreeable aud unhealthful odors in the immediate 
vicinity, and which the south winds would blow 
back over the citv. 
Having then arrived at the conclusion that under 
the present conditions no sewage can be delivered 
through sewers constructed east of Fourteenth 
street, the question becomes one of drainage for 
rain and sipoge water only, and the best means for 
effecting it thoroughly with the least possible ex­ 
penditure. 
. 
I find that between Fourteenth and Twentieth 
streets Seventeenth street is the lowest, as it is also 
in the center of that area. 
1 find that to the north 
of J street f r a couple of blocks the water is held 
back by J street having beeen graded higher than 
the blocks to the north of it, and forming a trough, 
as it were. 
I find, too, that O street acts as a 
trough, being lower than the streets to the north 
and south of it, as is the case also along some por­ 
tions of L street, 
In the eastern part of the city 
there are also several basins in which the water accu­ 
mulates in large quantities. 
• 
1 find that a!! these basins and troughs—as 1 have 
called them—can be best and most economically 
tapped in the following manner : by constructing a 
sewer discharging at Twentieth and O streets into 
Burns’ slough, and running thence along O street 
t«> Thirteenth, at which point the Thirteenth-street 
sewer could be connected for winter dh.charge, 
when the large amount of rain and sipagc water 
would so dilute the sewage that there could be no 
objection to turning it iuto Burns’ slough. 
This 
would give a much better outlet to the Thirteenth- 
street sewer than it has at present, and would re 
lieve that portion of the city at present discharging 
through the 1 hlrteenth-strcct sewer, and which has 
recently been so badly flooded. 
Bv constructing a sewer on Seventeenth street 
connecting with the sewer on O Street, and extend­ 
ing northerly to about G street, and with a branch 
on M street from Seventeenth to Fifteenth and on 
1 street, from Seventeenth to Fifteenth and from 
Seventeenth to Nineteenth, most of the other basins 
would be tapped and the water drawn out of them. 
The accompanying plan show’s the lines which these 
sewers would follow. 
To these other branches 
could be added in succeeding seasons if it were 
deemed necessary. 
By constructing these sewers of sufficient size, 
and’giving proper openings to Burns’ slough, I be­ 
lieve that satisfactory drainage can be obtained, as 
there would be a good fall and an open outlet, ex­ 
cept in seasons such as the present, when the 
country below us is flooded ; and if Burns’ slough 
is carr ed outside the citv limits, as is now contem­ 
plated, the trouble even troin back water would n«.t 
be so great as at present. 
Another benefit to be derived from these sewers, 
provided foul matters be kept out of them, would 
be the partial drainage of the sub-soil to the depth 
of the sewers, bv constructing them with open 
joints. 
On the plan 1 have shown another manner in 
which these sewers can be connected with Burns’ 
slough: that is, by extending the sewer down 
Seven eeuth street to Seventeenth and S. 
This 
would be more direct, and a trifle better fall could 
be had ; but the cost would be probably a thousand 
dollars more, and less would be effected in draining 
the low places.

The above prices are taken at a figure slightly 
above those at which work was let the past season. 
In connection with the project of constructing 
sewers for the eastern part of the city, I wish to call 
the attention of the Board of Trustees to the man­ 
ner in which the alkali water from the northern 
part of the city is operating. 
It is to be noticed 
that on the northern side of the cdv the alkali rises 
to the surface with the sipage water from the Amer­ 
ican river. 
This alkali sipage water may be distin­ 
guished from the rain water by its dark color, which 
in some places is almost as black as ink. The effect 
of this alkali at the northern part of the city has 
been to kill out vegetation of many kinds, except 
where the soil has becu covered with fresh sedi­ 
ment. 
In some places the land has become almost 
entirely barren. 
During the past few weeks this 
alkali sipage water f.om the m rthern part of the 
city has been caused to drain southerly by catting 
ditches, and may now be found, lodged in the gut­ 
ters and lower lots, all over the central and south­ 
ern portions of the city -notably, about and on 
the Capitol grounds, and from II to F, Tenth to 
Twentieth. 
In my opinion the effect of a few repetitions of 
thi3 alkali bath will be the same as that which has 
already been experienced on the northern side of 
the city, and our shade and fruit trees and gardens 
be greatly injured, if not In great part destroyed. 
But, by c instructing the sewers which have been 
suggested, this alkali water will be intercepted at 
the northern part of the city and carried under­ 
ground to the outlet at Burns’ slough, from whence 
no further damage can come from it.

enough, hu t they would not haw invcstigatiou. 
lie 
ha<l expected to say much mere, b u t believed that 
argum ents would now be useless, lince it was al­ 
ready settled that the rep *1 bill would be defeated 
and the present law be continued. 
Still he desired 
when he returned to his constituent*, to say to them 
th a t he had done all he could for them . 
Large 
sum s of monev had been e l u d e d by the opponent 
to the repeal’bill, and legislators had shirked the 
responsibilities 
which reeled upon 
them. 
But 
when 
two 
years 
hence 
the 
Legisla­ 
ture 
should 
again 
-convene 
and 
the 
SU te should be a million and a half or two millions 
in debt, then his words would be remembered and 
heeded ’ for not a man would then dare to vote 
against’the repeal of the Drainage Act. 
Debris to­ 
day m ight succeed, bu t it was a dangerous subject 
which was eating its way into the very heart of 
California, and in two years from the present it 
w ould have reached the end of its rope. 
Mr. Kellogg of Plumas followed, saying during 
his remarks of half an hour in duration, th at the 
rcj»eal had been passed by the Senate in indecent 
liaste, and should not be passed by the House. The 
bill was for the absolute repeal oí the Drainage Act. 
There were thousands of dollars of delinquent taxes 
in the several counties which would be lost to the 
h ate by the passage of the rej*eal Act. The measure 
f-¡.;ild be r garded purely from a busiucss basis, 
it looked as it the repeal bill lia-1 been used by its 
ad v ocites as a lever of obstruction in the present 
Legislature. 
Such a course was unwise and injudi 
cious, 
and 
not 
calculated 
to aid the cause 
of 
the repealers. 
It was in 
bad taste for 
the 
geutlcman from 
Alameda to make such 
an unwarrantable attack as he had upon the Drain­ 
age Commissioners without being able to identify 
them with & single dishonest act. The claims due 
the workingmen and contractors employed by the 
Commission m ust not be forgotten or dishonored by 
the State. 1 rue, the debris system was an experi­ 
m ent, but he firmly believed th at the brush dams 
would prove successful as soon as they had been 
fairly tested, and would save the State thousands of 
dollars. 
He hoped now that the bill would be dis- 
}K)i. d of to that the Legislature could go on with its 
business and avoid 
the necessity of an ex'ra 
session. 
Until the gentleman from Alameda could 
nam e his man he hurled hack the insinuation of 
bribery which had been cast upou the House, 
i t 
was 
idle 
to 
assert 
th at 
San 
Francisco and Alameda and other comities had no 
community of interest with their sister counties, 
and were uuwilling to pay their share of the tax to 
aid them in escaping damage by the debns. 
Hy­ 
draulic m ining had been sanctioned by the Federal 
Governm ent. 
If m ining were to be stopped to-day 
there was enough debris in the rivers to overwhelm 
the Sacramento valley. 
If the Drainage Act were 
to be rcj»ealed we could not with any grace ask aid 
from the United States for the improvement of our 
rivers, etc. 
The debris problem was a gigantic one, 
h u t the drainage law should be allowed to remain 
for at least a year longer upon the statute book. 
If 
the brush dams were perm itted to sta> where they 
were for another year all the freshets which m ight 
•occur w< uld be powerless to break them . 
It was 
the duty of the Assembly, despite the action of the 
Senate, to refuse to read the rejieal bill for a first 
tim e. 
Mr. McClure of San Francisco, next made an able 
and exhaustive argum ent against the passage of the 
repeal bill, the delivery of which occupied over an 
hour and a half. 
He reviewed the causes which had 
finally culminated in tli% passage of an Act to pro­ 
m ote drainage. 
The State Engineer had submitted 
a plan for brush dams for the holding back of the 
deh.ig, and it had been indorsed bv such distin- 
guishei scientists as General Alexander, Colonel 
F ids and Colonel Mendel!. 
The drainage law 
originated at the instigation of farmers in the 
¿sacramento valley whose lands had been damaged 
by the flow of debris. 
It was expected that the 
remedy would take tim e and would cost a great 
ileal of money. 
The problem presented at the out­ 
set was, who was to pay for the contemplated im­ 
provements. 
Several sources of revenue were then 
considered—such as the general government fund, 
State 
taxation, district 
taxation, etc. 
Persist­ 
en t attem pts had been made to interest the 
Federal Government in the scheme, with but 
small success. 
It would have been a suicidal policy 
to have waited for any such aid, and so it was 
deem ed by the Legislature when it framed the Act 
to promote drainage. It w as necessary for the State 
of California to do something for herself in such an 
-extremity. 
Was the great engineering problem 
possible of solution? It was for engineers, and not 
legislators, to deal with th at issue. There had been 
a vast assumption of knowledge and manj* silty 
opinions advanced upon the debris problem by men 
who knew comparatively nothing of the subject 
upon which they spoke, and whose opinions were 
accordingly entitled to but little weight. 
The only 
wonder, considering the strain to w hich the dams on 
th e Yuba and Bear rivers had been subjected, was 
th at 
they had 
not 
long since 
been sw'ept 
away to the last stick of tim ber and blade of grass. 
Even had such been the case, it would not. have 
given any logical basis for an argum ent against the 
utility of brush dams. 
The repeal bill should not 
lie discussed in any such a superficial way, but upon 
its merits 
It was very w-ell to cry out th at the 
works had failed, hut members of intelligence 
would admit that the Drainage Act could not con­ 
scientiously be repealed, on the ground of a failure 
in the engineering system. 
It had been urged that 
the law ought to be repealed, because the miners 
could he made to take c« re of tlieir own d etritu s; 
b u t such a circumstance was no crgum ent for the 
repeal 
of 
the 
law. 
If 
hydraulic 
mining 
w ire 
to 
be 
stopped 
to-morrow, 
it 
would 
still be necessary to carry out the projected plans 
of the engineers to prevent destruction to the rivers 
and lands of the State. 
There was inore than tw ice 
as much debris t:> come into the main rivers as tnat 
which had yet reached them , and the repeal of the 
bill would b j no remedy to the evil. The Legisla­ 
tu re had to consider the agricultural and mining in­ 
terests, which were so vast that the tax imposed by 
the Drainage 
Act 
was 
relatively 
very small 
iu comparison to the valuation of the prop­ 
erty 
If the law was bad, it should he amended 
bu t not be repealed, so as to suffer the .State t ) lose 
th e money already expended in impounding the 
debris. 
It was sheer folly to advocate any such a 
course. 
It was very doubtful, to say the least, 
w hether or not hydraulic mining could legally he 
stopped. 
So to do would seem to be an interference 
with vested rights, but in any event the S tite 
would he hound to take care of the debris already 
accumulated. 
A great deal of money was expended 
annually for internal improvements. 
Why, then, 
was it not about tim e that the .State should be will­ 
ing to subm it to a small levy, to stay the iujurj’ 
caused by mining debris? The whole responsibility 
<>f the case rested upon the State, and the Lord 
helped those who helped themselves. 
The debris 
tax was not an unjust tax ; the drainage law was not 
an unwise or unnecessary law, and should not there­ 
fore be repealed. 
Mr. Griffith of Fresno was the next speaker. 
He contended for the passage of the re;>eal bill. 
The science of engineering was now in a highly ad­ 
vanced st »ge, he said, b u t was still powerless to check 
th e course of nature. 
It was the slickens now' being 
held in suspension which was doing the mischief in 
th e valleys aud was filling the bay of San Francisco. 
Iu support of this statem ent he read from Dana’s 
work on geology, showing that fine silt had clogged 
u p the m ouths of the Nile and the Mississippi. The 
idea of building a brush fence at W heatland to stop 
th e overflow of the Sacramento valley ! The only 
rem edy he believed th at would ever succeed would 
he to compel the m iners to take c:»re of their own 
debris. 1 hen let the State build a perm anent breast­ 
work to hold the present supply of debris, and the 
rivers would soon scour out down to the bay and re­ 
main forever clear 
Mr. J ackson then moved the previous questiou. 
Mr. D el V a l l e moved to adjourn. 
Lost—ayes 13, 
noes 64. 
The roll was then called on the original motion, 
which was lost—ayes *22, nocs 50. 
Mr. Mi kfiiy of San Luis Obispo, gave his reasons, 
in a short address, for desiring the passage of the 
repeal bill ; but did not make any specific explana­ 
tion of *• the handwriting on the wall ” 
Mr. May of San Francisco made a fifteen-minute 
speech in opposition to the repeal bill. 
He hail 
been in favor of the Debris Act from the first, and 
he knew ids constituents well enough to know that 
they would indorse him in his opinion. 
And yet he 
had never been blind to ♦he cry of hum anity, aud 
if told to-morrow that there were 200,000 people n 
California crying out for aid, and he was to re­ 
fuse 
to 
subm it 
to 
a 
niggar.lv 
tax 
of 
five 
per 
cent., 
he 
should 
despise 
himself 
for it, and. yet th at was all there was in the debris 
tax 
There weie some of the counties iu the State 
which had been in the habit of mi.king, and they 
were not accustomed to being milked. 
But in San 
Francisco the system of training was different, and 
the city w as willing to aid other counties as well as 
herself. Stiil another reason why he should vote 
against the repeal bill was because his party hail so 
commanded him. 
Be “ the experim ent,” as it had 
been termed, a failure or success, he should stay by 
it to the last. 
Mr. H artso s of Napa held that it was impossible, 
in his judgm ent, t > cure the debris ditficulty by the 
agency <4 brush dams. The source of the trouble 
lay further back, in tie m ount ling and canyon®. 
The dams could not afford even temporary relief, and 
so long as the detritus was dumped into the waters, 
ju st so long would it continue to make trouble here 
and elsewhere. 
The only remedy was to cease 
throwing these deposits into the headwaters of the 
r.vers. 
If we e x ac te d to protect our cities and 
valleys, we must stop filling the beds of our rivers 
The remedy did not lie in em bankm ents or in taxa­ 
tion, and if we continue to |»our the debris into the 
waters, soon we shall have no State and no money. 
If taxation did any good the people would not object 
to it, bu t in a cessation of these deposits of debris 
lay the only true salvation. 
It was not possible for 
science to coutend successfully w ith the terrific 
forces of Nature, and the sooner the tru th was ac­ 
knowledged the better it would be for all concerned. 
Did he believe that the considerations advanced by 
the anti repealers were possible of realization, he 
would vote with them , w hither his constituents ap­ 
proved of it or not, but such were not his opinion, 
and for the reasons stated he should vote for the 
re|»eal of the Drainage Act. 
At the close of Mr. Uartson’s address, Mr. Felton 
m oved the previo.» question. Carried. 
Mr. WuirPLS moved a call of the House. 
Lost. 
The roll was then called, the issue being “ Shall 
th e bill be read the first tim e?" with the following 
re s u lt:

CHINA. 


H ongkong, February 1st (via Shanghai, February 
3d).—In spite of telegrams received th at war be­ 
tween China and Russia is averted by the success­ 
ful progress of the negotiations, uneasiness is felt 
iu the Capital. Official dispatches from Europe are 
most contradictory. 
It is feared th at the palace in­ 
trigues in Pekin may yet overcome the coir bina­ 
tions of the peace party. 
Much is thought to de­ 
pend upon the advice to be given by Ilio, conqueror 
of Tso, on his expected arrival. 
His proclivities are 
kr.owu to be warlike. 
It is rum ored .that Li Hung 
Chang has received Imperial commands to fill the 
post of Minister of War, and to take immediate 
steps for the foriifieation 
Fekiu and Tientsin. 
The augm entations to the Russian fleet in the far 
eastern waters continue uninterruptedly. 
Von But- 
zow, Russian Embassador and Plenipotentiary to 
Pekin, and Marquis Tseng, now* Chinese Envoy Ex­ 
traordinary to St. Petersburg, are expected back in 
the spring. 
The reopening of the Loochoo question by China 
may be attended by alarm ing consequences. 
China 
first accepted last autum n the principle of partition 
proposed by Grant, but has now demanded a re­ 
newal of the arrangem ent, and a special Japanese 
Commissioner is in Pekin. There is no truth in the 
local reports that the Japanese M inister has w ith­ 
drawal from the capital. 
Some think that a revival of the affair by Tsung 
Li Yamen indicates a freedom of apprehension in 
Russian business circles and a final adjustm ent of 
that cause of quarrel. 
However, prejiarations for 
war continue in all the Chinese arsenals. 
Tor­ 
pedoes are made and experim ented upon with some 
success. 
The importation of arm s continues, and 
ironclads are said to l»e ordered. 
Iu a collision on the lower Yangtse, the British 
steam er Craiglands, under steam, sank the British 
bark Chinaman, at anchor. The Captain, his wife 
and three of the crew were drowned. 
The carpen­ 
ter died of previous injuries and the night’s ex­ 
posure. The chief engineer died of cold and hard­ 
ships. The rest of the boat's crew* were much ex­ 
hausted. 
JAPAN. 


Y o ko ham a, February 11th.—On the 4th inst. the 
Japanese man-of-war Kongokwan left Yokohama 
hurriedly under sealed orders, having previously 
taken on board several Japanese officials and a 
quantity of extra provisions. 
It is stated th at her 
destination is Shanghai or Cheefoo, and rum ors are 
current th at the cause of her sudden departure is in 
consequence of the new i>osition taken by China re­ 
garding the Loochoo question. 
The order of Rising Sun has been conferred upon 
Colonel Crawford, engineer-in-chief and constructor 
of the railroad in Yezo, northern Japan. 
A destructive conflagration occurred in Tokio on 
the 26th of January*. 
Eleven thousand houses were 
destroyed, and 30,000 people rendered homeless. 


S m a ll F ire a t M erced . 
M e r c e d , February 28th.—There was an 
alarm of fire here last night at 7 o’clock from 
under the drug store of Abram s & Carroll, 
which brought out the fire departm ent and a 
large crowd of citizens. 
The fire originated 
among some rubbish under the edge of the 
main building, and communicated with the 
floor and burned slowly. 
On examination by 
the firemen a bottle containing a sponge sat­ 
urated with coal-oil, a bottle stuffed with 
rags, paper and other trash, and a phosphorus 
can, aho stuffed with paper and rags, were 
found. 
The building ha3 been used as a drug 
store since 1872, and the inflammable things 
found were probably thrown there by acci­ 
dent years ago.
